The governor said Mayor Sedore w ill be suspended automati­ 


cally when the citation is served on him. 
Governor Lausche added that several months ago he had a 
sim ilar citation against Sedore prepared and had given it to the 
state highway patrol for service. The patrol was unable to locate 
Sedore, the governor said, and that citation never was 
seined. 
The governor said he understood Sedore was in Florida at that 


time. 
The governor also wrote a letter to Trumbull County Prose­ 


cutor W illiam M. McClain calling attention to the 
Jungle 
Inn 
raid and subsequent incidents. 
The governor wrote: 
'•Respectfully I suggest to you that your office call attention 
of the common pleas court to the conduct of the substantial num­ 
ber of the offenders who were arrested in the Jungle 
Inn 
last 
Friday night and released on bail Saturday morning. 
"It is reported to me that alter these men were released on

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Unanswered Questions In National Policy 


Times change, and so do economic theo­ 
ries. This is well illustrated by a recent 
article in a nationally known publication in 
describing present government fiscal poli­ 
cies. It begins: “Reflation—revived infla­ 
tion—is to be sought by government from 
here on out. Deflation, mild and brief, has 
proved too much for the White House to 
accept without trying to bring a turn back 
toward inflation.” 
Various stratagems will be employed-- if 
the president has his w ay—in an 
effect to 
accomplish this. 
To quote the publication 
again. “The expressed hope is that, if 
the 
plan succeeds, it will not result in a new 
inflation of prices. The objective, instead, 
is an expanded use of credit. 
President Truman’s ideas on the .subject 
were expressed, in part, in his midyear 
economic report to Congress, and in hi: 
last radio talk to the nation, first of all, he 
is holding tenaciously to his belief in the 
wisdom of big spending, even though a defi­ 
cit results. For the current fiscal year, he 
wants a budget 
of 
about 
$42,000,000,000 
which, it is reliably 
estimated, will mean a 
government operating lot in excess of $5,- 
000,000,000. 
He has, however, apparently changed his 
mind on the $4,000,000,000 
tax increase he 
formerly favored. Some think he would 
even find tax d e m ises in certain field 
acceptable. Sentiment in Congii 
would 
seem to favor this. 
Not so long ago. the White Hou t backed 
a “tight money’’ policy. Here, too, the* pres­ 
ident’s stand seems entirely different now. 
Stock markets margin requirements have 
been reduced. The controls on installment 
buying have been abandoned. 
Both 
the 
president and Congress favor liberalized 
credit plans for new housing. 
The U. S. News sums it up thus. “policies 
of government, basically, will be aimed 
at 
stimulating a broader use of borrowed mon­ 
ey, both bv government itself 
and by pi i- 
vate individuals and industry. This plan to 


revive prosperity, the president predicts, 
eventually will lead to a national income of 
$300,000,000,000. 
The president’s Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers put the situation in 
these 
words: 
“The mere fact that the Federal govern­ 
ment is currently withdrawing well-over 
$40,000,000,000 a year from private-income 
channels and is disbursing a like or even 
greater amount into the market and income 
stream means that the 
government is al­ 
ready the most influential factor in 
the 
current operation of the economy. 
The chief point for consideration in all 


this , however, points to the unanswered 


q u e s tio n as to how long this kind of spend­ 
ing beyond income can 
be 
maintained 


w i t ho u t exhausting the nation. 
Anybody worthy of credit can keep bor­ 
rowing money to pay bills beyond his in­ 
come for a time, but this cannot be done 
indefinitely without bankruptcy.
